T!i?i|.b;i-4bo. appropriate reeans, we 
shall alidw the Veason .to slip by ; tbo 
winter of adversity will ovoi'tako us, 
and tho progress of the Colony re- 
tarded I'.r many yonrsj and then, 
exist only to p!ay sccouci fiddle to our 
noighbors. Wo havo in our midst 
men who possess tho trn.o metal, and 
who only require to fix their atten- 
tion on this subject, the inagniluJo of 
which may well sti iko tho most carc^ 
less with astonishment. Wo sincerely 
hope that now tho subject has boon 
brought before tho public notice, that 
no time will be lost in making what 
progress we can towards ushering in 
a new era in our history. 

The Feiiian Fiasco. 

Ercm despatciies rocoived j'ostorda}' 
it would appuur thut tho Fenian ro„ 
voll in irohuid was coniiiicd to an in- 
signidcL'ijt hiuid ot mon who fled to 
tho uiduritains after making a demons 
lilration which throw tho whole neij^ii- 
borhood into h state of alarm and 
exoitorjont. By raising tlio standard 
of revolt in the South tho leaders 
hoped to enlist tho sympathios of tho 
Catholic j)opulatioii, and relied upon 
its active co..oj)ofation in tho movo„ 
mout. Tlio result has proved that in 
forming those calculations tbe Fenians 
were mistaken. The inhabitants have 
not only refused to join tbe band, but 
have readily furnished tbo troops with 
information ns to tbo whereabouts ol 
tho rebels. Tbo Fenians havo all 
along labored under a grave error. 
Thoy havo imagined that tbe Irish 
people are disalFected towards ibo 
Crown, and that they bad only to 
mako their apijoarance in small f'orco 
when they would bo joined by thou- 
sands of tho peasantry, who would soon 
free tho island of British rule. Tho 
result ir.uBt h.ivo con viuced tbo deluded 
men that the |utopio wlioso " wrongs" 
thoy aim at rodr'.sBing are not at all 
grateful for tbo lavor sought to be con ■ 
ferrod, and that tbe}' 'u o not prepared 
to exehaiigc tho priceiess blessings of 
peace tor tho evils of civil war and 
anar'-by. In dtuling with .oo prison-, 
ore there should be no temporizing. 
That policy has been tried in Canada 
and failed in iti^ anticipated good 
effect, for already wo bear that Presiv 
dent Huberts is preparing at Now 
York for another invasion of tho pro- 
vinces, and that tbe Mayor of that city 
has consontod to addiojs a gieat 
Fenian mooting in su[iport of tbo 
cause. By making a r.orrible example 
of the Foni.ins now in their hands, tho 
(iovernmcnt havo it in tlioir power to 
crush at onco and forever tbo entire 
organization ; and if tbo threat that 
the prisoncrt'' « ill bo dealt with "justl}' 
and severely," bo not an idle or un- 
authorifi'.-d ono, wc would not bo will 
ing to insuro tho lives ot tbo invadurs 
for loss than a cent, per cent, premium.

'I'liu meat must be well 
covered wiili pickle, and should not he put 
down lor at least two days aflcr killing, 
during which time it should be slightly 
upriukkd with powdeied saltpeter, which m- 
moves all the siirlacu blood, ,to , leavuiL! the 
meat Ircsh and clean. .Some oinil b.)ili:;g 
the pickle, and fnul it to nnsvver well ; lhouf;h 
the operation of boiliiij purities ihe pickle 
by throwing oil Ihe ilirl always to bo found 
in suit und sugar. II this recipe is properly 
tried, it will never be abandoned.

Thu 
evidenon of Jim was was dwelt upon and 
tbc bench said, if true was strong and 
ishuwcd m nliee. Dr Davie's ovideneo was 
then taken up, and his JjOrdship ■oiiiarked 
that it waa veiy important and directly oon- 
tradietcd that of the former witnesses. 

'I'he jury retired at a quarter lo Ove p. ra. 
and returned in seven minutes bringing in a 
verdict of "not guilty" to the surprise ot 
many in court. 

'I'iie bench hriifly hut strongly ndinonii'hed 
t!i-j piiuoner, slating thai the jury took a niir- 
eilul view of his caae, and implored him lo 
cuko this 08 a lesson for the rest of hia life. 
He was then discharged.
